NEW YORK, April 5 (AP).— 
William S. Knudsen, asserting 
that the Allis-Chalmers strike had 
shown that “radical leaders” could 
tell the nation “where to get off,” 
declared tonight that 90 per cent 
of strikes must be eliminated or 
the defense program would fail. 

To this end, the Director of De- 
fense Production proposed that 
these steps be taken: 

All strike votes be placed 
under supervision of the Labor 
Department. 

A “certain minimum of time” 
be required between a strike 
vote and the effective date in 


order that the Conciliation Serv- 
vice and the Defense Mediation 
Board may attempt to end the 
dispute without a work ‘stop- | 


page. 

“I do not believe,” Knudsen said 
in an address at a dinner of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, “that 
legislation against strikes is nec- 
essary or enforceable, but I do be- 
lieve that, during the emergency 
period, a definite procedure should 
be followed in order that strikes 
can be held to a minimum.” | 

“Must Get Over Epidemic.” 

Stressing the urgency of the 
times, he declared: “We have just 
got to get over this strike epi- 
demic. ... The hours lost can 
never be made up and they are 
precious. Let us settle the dis- 
putes, large and small, around the 
table and keep the plant going.” 

Knudsen said the labor situa- 
tion had grown worse “mostly 
due to organizational and jurisdic- 


tional strikes.” 

“Strikes like the Lackawanna 
(Bethlehem Steel), International 
and Bethlehem at Johnstown, and 
Ford,” he continued, “are purely 
for the purpose of speeding up 
the union organization effort in 
the plant. 

“The Allis-Chalmers strike, after 
starting out as a closed shop strike, 
wound up as a union security 
strike after a lot of confusion in 
wording of a so-called referee 
clause which, to say the least, was 
ambiguous. 

“Fraudulent Strike Vote.”

MOSCOW, April 6 (Sunday) 
(AP).—Soviet Russia and Yugo- 
slavia have signed a treaty of 
friendship and non-aggression 
after several days of negotiations, 
Tass, Russian news agency, an- 
nounced early today. 

The agency said the pact was 
signed yesterday by the Russian 
Premier and Foreign Commissar, 
Vyacheslav Molotov, and Milan 
Gavrilovic; Yugoslavia's represen- 
tative in Moscow. 

The treaty declared that Russia 
and Yugoslavia, “inspired by the 
friendship existing between the 
countries and convinced that the 
preservation of peace forms their 
common interest,” decided to con-

“Soldiers of the east front your 
hour has come.” 

In announcing that Germany 
was at war with Yugoslavia, the 
German radio said: 

“In the name of the Fuehrer, 
Adolf Hitler, I am reading the 
following. order of the day to the 
German army of the East: 


“Berlin, April 6, 1941. Soldiers 
of the Southeast front: Since early 
this morning, the German people 
are at war with the Belgrade Gov- 
ernment of intrigue. We shall 
only lay down arms when this band 
of ruffians has been definitely and 
most emphatically eliminated. And 
‘the last Briton has left this part 
of the European continent. And 
. « « that these misled people re- 
alize that they must thank Britain 
for this situation, they must thank 
England, the greatest war-monger 
of all time. The German people 
can enter into this new struggle 
with the inner satisfaction that 
its leaders have done everything 
to bring about a peacful settle- 
ment.” 

“We pray to God that he may 
lead our soldiers on the path and 
bless them as hitherto.

“After long effort we finally suc- 
ceeded in securing the co-opera- 
tion of Yugoslavia by its adher- 
ence to the Tri-Power pact, with- 
out having demanded anything 


whatsoever of the Yugoslav nation | 
except that it take its part in| 
the reconstruction of a new order 
in Europe. 

“At this point the criminal 
usurpers of the new Belgrade Gov- 
ernment took the power of the 
state unto themselves, which is a 
result of ‘being in the pay of 
Churchill and Britain. 

“As in the case of Poland, the 
new Belgrade Government has mo- 
bilized decrepit and old people into 
their inner Cabinet. Under these 
circumstances I was forced imme- 
diately to recall the German na- 
tional colony°within Yugoslav ter- 
ritory. 

“Members and officers of the 
German Embassy, employes of our 
consulates in Yugoslavia, were 
daily being subjected to the most 
humiliating attacks.

“This is the answer to my eight- 
year-long effort to bring about 
closer co-operation and friendship 
with the Jugoslav people, a task 
which I have pursued most fas- 
tidiously. 

“When British divisions were 
landed in Greece, just as in World 
War days, the Serbs thought that 
the time was ripe for taking ad- 
vantage of the situation, for new 
assassinations against Germany 
and her allies. 

“Soldiers of the Southeast Front: 
Now your zero hour has arrived. 
You will now take the interests 
of the German Reich under your 
protection as your comrades did 
a year ago in Norway and on the 
west front. You will do just as 
well on the southeast front. 

“In doing this, your duty, you 
will not be less cotrageous than 
the men of those German divisions 
who in 1915, on the same Balkan 
soil fought so victoriously. 

“You will be humane only in 
those places where the enemy is 
humane toward you. Where the 
enemy confronts you with utter 
brutality you will beat him back 
with the same weapon. 

“The fight on Greek soil is not 
a battle against the Greek people, 
but against that arch enemy, Eng- 
land, which is again trying to 
extend the war far into the South- 
east Balkans, the same as he tried 
far in the north last year. For 
this reason, on this very spot in 
the Balkans, we shall fight shou!- 
der to shoulder with our ally until 
the last Briton has found his Dun- 
kerque in. Greece. 

“If any Greeks support this 
British course, then those Greeks 
will fall at the same time as the 
British.

Minister Joachim von Ribbentrop’s statement to members of the 
foreign press in Berlin early today follows: 


“England is about to commit an- 
other crime against Europe. Con- 
siderable contingents of British 
troops have landed on Balkan soil. 
After the fiasco of Dunkerque, 
Britain is once again trying to 
carry the war into Europe. They 
misled the Government in Athens 
and a clique. of intriguers in Bel- 
grade have chosen to make com- 
mon cause with the British. 

“The British and these intriguers 
have decided to put all of Greece 
and all of Yugoslavia at the dis- 
posal of Britain, as a_ starting 
point of a new campaign against 
German and Italy. 


“Germany has watched this in-

and Yugoslavia to see reason, and 
accept Germany’s friendship. But 
all German attempts to establish 
friendship were without avail. 

“Our Fuehrer, Adolf Hitler, has 
now given his answer. The Ger- 
man army is marching, and has 
been marching since early this 
morning. 


“These German armies will make 
it clear once and for all to Church- 
ill and his notorious warmonger- 
ing, intriguing allies, that Great 
Britain has no chance in Europe. 
I have handed on this morning a 
note to the Greek envoy to Berlin 
which will subsequently be read. 

“In conclusion, the chief of the 
press bureau of the Foreign Of- 
fice, Dr. Schmidt, will read the 
declaration of the Reich Govern- 
ment to Yugoslavia. But first 
the message te the Greek Govern- 
ment, 


“Here is the German note to 
the Greek envoy: 


“‘Since the beginning of the 
war, which has been forced upon 
Germany by the declaration of 
war by Britain and France, the 
German Government has alwavs 
clearly and accurately stated her 
intention to confine military oper- 
ations only to the countries of the 
west. And particularly to keep 
the Balkan countries out of the 
war. 

“‘Just as clearly the German 
Government has declared that she 
will confront every attempt. by 


| 


Britain to extend the theater of 
war with every means in Ger- 
many’s er. 

“With the destruction of the 
British expeditionary force in Nor- 
way and France, Britain’s influ- 
ence has once and for all been 
eliminated from the European con- 
tinent. 

“‘Out of this situation all 
European states clearly must un- 
derstand that the elimination of 
Britain from the European main- 
land was the one and only guar- 
antee of the preservation of peace 
in Europe. Consequently, no Brit- 
ish soldier should have beep al- 
lowed to set foot on European 
soil again. For the Greek people 
this question should have made it- 
self clear as for the other nations 
of the continent. 

“‘Tt is thus apparent that, the 
Greek Government would have best 
served the Balkan people by re- 
maining a strict neutral. 

“‘For Greece this would have 
been a most natural reaction in 
conformity with the interest of the 
Greek people. This was particular- 
ly the case as none of the warring 
Axis nations had any interest what- 
soever in involving a nation in 
war which is so remote from the 
original theater of war. In ac- 
cordance with this aim, Germany 
and Italy have never demanded 


anything but the strict preservation 
of Greek neutrality. 


“‘Tt ig therefore doubly difficult 


for Germany to understand why 
the Greek nation abandoned this 
so-clearly-marked policy of mneu- 


trality and started On a course 


which sooner or later must end in 
disaster for Greece. 


“‘As we know today, Greece 
has left its position of neutrality 
since September, 1939, and first 


secretly, then openly, took part in 


the war on the side of England. 
A proof of how much Greece erred 
from her path of neutrality is the 
fact that as far back as April, 
1939, Greece accepted the political 
guarantee of the Western Powers.

bright. golden bells a more than 
dewy look but sets the young grass 
on tiptoe to drink it in. 

It holds back the aerial tourists 
except, appropriately, the ducks, 
But the birds which are here— 
meadow larks, towhees and song 
sparrows, robins from the South, 
cardinals, quail and robins that 
‘stay the winter through—sing rain 
or shine. 

St. Louis Bird Club will begin 
its tours of Forest Park today. 
They will be held each Sunday this 
month. Anyone interested needs 
only to show up at Jefferson Me- 
morial at 7 a. m. to go along. Along 
the hillsides back of Municipal 
Theater they may notice not only 
birds but flowers, the claytonia or 
spring beauty. Its low white blos- 
soms fairly carpet those hills each 
spring and’ the ‘Webster Groves 
Nature Study Club has reported 
them in bloom along with a tiny 
flower “not bluets” (experts please 
note)—near its clubhouse in the 
Meramec hills. 

Progress has driven most other 
wild. flowers from the park. The 
patient may, in a few weeks, find 
a little phlox, possibly violets, 
along with the poison ivy off 
Lovers’ Lane in the southwest cor- 
ner of the park. Snakewort still 
thrives on the bank south of the 
Zoo. But the swamp buttercup 
that used to shine along River des 
Peres west of the park keeper’s 
residence was picked by a seven- 
ton power scoop when “the crick,” 
as it was called not in fondness, 
was relegated to an underground 
gasproof shelter. The local view 
is that it was worth it. 

Down at Shaw's Garden, the 
pallid blossoms of the Chinese 
honeysuckle—so early that some 
warm Christmas it’s going to 
bloom—are giving way to green 
leaves. Indoors, azaleas have the 
Floral Display House. Outdoors, 
daffodilis light the vistas along 
the gravel paths; elms trail “blos- 
som” and iniquitous pollen, maple 
twigs are read and many shrubs 
green with popping leaf-buds. 

Out at Gray Summit, narcissus 
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is in full bloom among the thriv- 
ing evergreens at the entrance of 
Shaw’s Garden Arboretum. On 
the hills the bloodroot is in flower, 
and, for the first month except 
January sinee last October, it has 
not been necessary to pump water 
for the reservoir. 

“And this slow rain ‘is going 
deep,” gloated A, P. Beilmann, the 
garden’s arboriculturist. “The trees 
are really getting a drink.” 

“Our men have a breathing spell 
to put equipment in shape and get 
a decent night’s rest,” reported the 
National Forest Service, which has 
had more than 500 fires to fight 
this spring in Clark National For- 
est, which begins 100 miles south 
of St. Louis, as compared with 
fewer than 300 a year ago. A 
day’s sunshine will end the “breath- 
ing spell”; an official recalled 
that a two-inch rain at Winona, 
Shannon County, one night two 
years ago was followed by a sun- 
ny day and, at 3 p. m., a 300-acre 
forest fire. 


Spring is the season for these 
fires, he explained. Carelessly 
tossed cigarettes cause many of 
them, incendiary malice a few; but 
far the most result from the stub- 
born fallacy of “burning off” the 
soil, or “burning out” undergrowth 
—which, he pointed out, not only 
causes staggering loss to the na- 
tion’s forests every year, but year 
by year takes money from the 
farmer’s pocket by taking fertil- 
ity from his ground. It even robs 
him of the ground itself, the ex- 
pert added, for it unchains the 
devastai 1g forces of erosion; “a 
burned off slope is a_i gullied 
slope.” 


Four airplanes have been put to 
use in Clark Forest for the first 
time this spring. They spot the 
fires, radio the alarm and then 
by radio direct the ground 
crews in the fight, so that the 
more numercus fires this year 
have been kept smallér than pre- 
viously; only two of 527 got be- 
yond 300 acres. Besides the re- 
sourceful youngsters of five CCC 
camps, the Forest Service has had 
400 of its own men endlessly on 
the job, rangers and firefighting 
crews; and the “breathing spell” 
was welcome.

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Learned Hand, Reversing 
Conviction, Condemns 
Extortion and Violence, 
but Makes Distinction. 


NEW YORK, April 5 (AP).— 
The United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals today reversed the convic- 
tions of Local 807 of the Interna- 
tional ,Brotherhood of Teamsters, 
Chauffeurs, Stablemen and Help- 
ers of America (AFL) and 26 in- 
dividual members on charges of 
violating’ Federal anti-trust and 
anti-racketeering laws. 

The union and individuals were 
convicted last May 24 and sen- 
tenced on June 19, Judge Murray 
Hulbert fining the union $10,000 
and levying prison terms up to two 
years on the union members. 

The Government had charged 
that the defendants interfered 
with interstate transportation by 
employing threats and violence to 
force out-of-town truckers to em- 
ploy members of Local 807 to un- 
load trucks in New York. Their 
activities, it was alleged, added 
nearly $1,000,000 yearly to the cost 
of trucking food into the city. 

The Circuit Court’s majority 
opinion, written by Judge Learned 
Hand, said in part: 

“The of labor disputes is 
studded with violence which, un- 
happily, is not yet obsolete; but, 
although the means employed may 
be the same as those here con- 
demned, the end is always differ- 
ent, for it is to secure work on 
better terms. That purpose may 
indeed lead far afield, even to the 
domination of a whole industry, 
but the stake is, always the same; 
and it is a different thing to seek 
to secure work or higher wages, 
from extorting money without pro- 
posing to give anything in return.”

“The thousands of 
Nazi agents operating in Yugo- 
slavia proved unable to disrupt 
and deliver the country. as had 
been done in Rumania, Bulgaria 
and elsewhere. 

Denunciation of U. S. 

The frustrated and angry Nazis 
paid tribute to the United States 
in this connection. They de- 
nounced America’s part in stiffen- 
ing Yugoslav resistance. An im- 
mense number of telegrams had 
been sent to Croatian leaders by 
Croats residing in the United 
States urging them not to yield to 
Nazi intrigues. The increasing 
support for the British and Allied 
cause by the United States also 
helped to stiffen Yugoslav resist- 
ance to Nazi pressure. _ 

Yugoslavia’s stand, in turn, in- 
creased Turkish resistance to Nazi 
intrigues. The Turkish press and 
radio took a more pronouncedly 
pro-British and anti-German tone. 
Inasmuch as Britain apparently 
does not have sufficient equipment 
at present to provide the Turkish 
army with weapons for large-scale 
offensive operations there seems to 
be little attempt by Britain to in- 
duce Turkey to wage active war 
just now. Meantime it is, useful 
to Britain to have Turkey safely 
out of German influence. 

Russia’s attitude on the Balkan 
situation was not clarified during 
the week beyond publication of 
friendly articles about Yugoslavia 
in the Government-controllied 
Soviet press. The new Yugoslav

with Moscow, however, and it is 
assumed that relations. are bound 
to be better. than they could be 
while tie anti-Soviet Prince Paul 
directed Yugoslav policy.

If the Axis goes to war with 
Yugoslavia, Italy will suffer severe 
economic as well as military blows.

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France to Close Argeles Camp, 


shift Spanish Refugees to Others 


Political Prisoners, in Wretched, Quarters 
Three Years, Still Hope to Get to Mexico, 
Fear Return to Franco Spain.

Le Vernet, in Ariege.’ Depart- 
ment, is the last European haven 
of German J@ws and anti-Nazis., 
Camp Argeles, houses Spanish Re- 


‘publicans. 


When Spanish militiamen first 
crossed into France in 1938, they 
were concentrated on the long 
stretch of sand lying east of the 
seaside resort of Argeles, near Per- 
pignan. The French Government 
hastily built a few wooden bar- 
racks, hoping soon to be rid of 
these unwanted guests. But today 
7000 Spaniards and about 3000 
members of the former Interna- 
tional Brigade are still living there, 
and the barracks have hardly been 
improved. 


On a trip.last week to the five 
largest French concentration 
camps for foreigners, American 
correspondents were permitted to 
enter only one barracks during a 
brief visit to Argeles. It was a 
low wooden hut, 10 yards by four, 
with dingy ceiling and walls and 
no electric light. Fifty Spaniards 
slept there, on wooden bunks. 


No Kitchens. 


These barracks have no kitch- 
ens; food is brought into camp in 
rolling kitchens and the men sit 
on their bunks to eat. 

Women and children live in a 
different section of the camp and 


‘the men are permitted to visit 


them only twice a month—provid- 
ing conduct has been good. 


The Spaniards are allowed to en- 
list in workers’ companies, recent- 
ly organized by the French Gov- 
ernment, and there they can earn 
5 francs (nominally about 12% 
cents) a day. : 
Three years of this life has de- 
veloped an extraordinary commu- 
nity of feeling among these men. 
Two days prior to the news- 
paper men’s visit, all members of 


the International Brigade, except- 
ing Germans and Italiars, were 
told they would be transferred to 
North Africa. The Germans and 
Italians refused to let their com- 
rades leave and a riot broke out. 
Two guards were wounded. 


Fear of Franco. 


Inmates of Argeles, in spite of 
lack of food, are tough. And they 
have only one fear and one hope. 
Their fear is that they may one 
day be handed over t6 Francisco 
Franco, Spain’s. caudillo. , .Their 
hope is that they can get to Mex- 
ico. 

By a recent agreement, they 
were given the option of returning 
to Spain, but few availed them- 
selves of this offer, which was not 


accompanied by a Spanish prom- 


ise of amnesty. Mexico already 
has managed to absorb 20,000 
Spanish refugees and is willing to 
take another 30,000. But Spain is 
putting constant pressure on 
France not to let them go. 


Three weeks ago Spain made it 
clear, through German channels, 
that the movement to Mexico must 
stop because Spaniards already 
there were propagandizing against 
Gen, Franco. 

Today France will not permit 
men of military age—between 18 
and 47—to leave the country. This 
order includes most of the wretch- 
ed Argeles inmates. 


Camp to Be Closed. 


However, Spanish republicans in 
Argeles can look forward to com- 
paratively better days. According 
to French officials, the camp is to 
be closed and the inmates trans- 
ferred to others. Most of them will 
go to Le Vernet, it is reported. 

Le Vernet is much better -than 
Argeles. ‘The barracks are of stone 
and some beds are available. And 
there is a circulating library of 200 
books, recently organized by the 
energetis head of the camp. 

By organizing more decent 
camps France is doing much to 
improve the condition of the politi- 
cal ugees it is forced to shelter. 
But this, at best, remains little be- 
cause adequate handling of the

Gen, Corap was dismissed by 
Premier Paul Reynaud May 20, 
1940, and replaced by the unlucky 
Gen.- Henri Honore Giraud, unique 
in military annals as the comman- 
der who was captured by the en- 
emy in two world wars. In the 
interval since then, Gen. Corap has 
been in hiding and.on occasion re- 
ports were current in France and 
abroad that he had: been executed. 


In his report to Marshal Petain, 
Gen. Corap places considerable re- 
sponsibility for the Nazi break- 
through on Gen, Charles Huntziger, 
war minister in the present Vichy 
Cabinet. Gen. Corap’s thesis is 
that the left wing of his Ninth 
Army, which wing was then under 
the command of Gen. Huntziger, 
yielded before the Nazi juggernaut 
and disorganization and retreat 
ensued. 

Gen. Corap’s report, it is known, 
has ‘been made out in several 
copies.

This con- 
versation could be multiplied a 
hundredfold. 

The Prince of Piedmont has lost 
his popularity, too. Servants as 
well as the nobility speak for the 
first time of his being effeminate. 
Officers who have revered him 
suddenly describe him as a dupe. 
The people are unfair, no doubt, to 
him, as they are to his father and 
to Mussolini, but this is a meas- 
ure of their bitter disillusionment. 


Generals in Disgrace. 


Military personalities like Ba- 
doglio and Graziani are equally 
tarnished. Italians point out the 
palatial modern show place which 
the regime has built for Badoglio. 

“There is the marshal who once 
offered the King to clean out the 
Fascists with a regiment of 
troops,” they say. “He has sold 
out. Would he stand against the 
invasion of Greece? No. He ap- 
proved it and then resigned after 
it failed.” 

The Fascists have deliberately 
spread lies about the corruption 
of Badoglio. He isn’t corrupt. He 
is merely a very old man. Of 
Graziani the people speak no more. 
He was a great General, but he 
failed. “Once beaten Generals fell 
on their swords,” say the modern 
Romans with more heat than fair- 
mindedness, “now they go like 
Graziani to rest amid the beauty 
of Capri.” That, too, is unfair, 
because Graziani is a sick man, 
‘suffering, perhaps, from cancer of 
the throat. 


In their bitterness some Italians 
even rail out against the church. 
They say that the present Pope 
accepted a German victory as in- 
evitable. This is palpably false 
and unfair, but it is significant of 
the present mood of the people. 
When the Pope’s encyclicals have 
inveighed against totalitarianism, 
Italians have objected that the 
church ought to stay out of poli- 
tics. Now they say that it should 
have ehlightened them on the true 
nature of Fascism. 


All this bitter disillusionment 
might have been brought to a 
head in the last weeks before the 
German entry if the British had 
bombed the country effectively. 
This they did not do, probably for 
lack of iong-range bombers. Their

DETROIT, April 5 (AP). —Henry’

000 have been thrown out of work 
by the Ford situation. 

To the vast cost of the four-day 
strike at River Rouge plant— 
largest factory in the world and 
keystone of Ford's holdings—may 
be added unemployment compen- 
sation for which thousands of idle 
Ford workers already have  ap- 
plied. 

In one flare-up of violence: at 
the plant today two Negroes were 
beaten and another bruised. Union 
pickets charged two of the men 
threatened strikers with knives 
while the third was drawn into 
the fight after it started. 

Mediators of the strike, called 
Tuesday night by CIO-United Au- 
tomobile Workers in the 1100-acre 
plant, said they were not discour- 
aged over the slatemate.

After Examination by: Doctors 


More than one-third of the first 
17,800 men examined by local draft 
board physicians in Missouri un- 


der the Selective Service Act have 
been rejected because of physical 
disabilities, it is shown in a report 
made public yesterday by Lieut. 
Col. L. W. Gist, medical 

to the Selective Service Di > 

The figures include all those 
‘whose physical examination records 
were received at State draft head- 
quarters by April 1. Of the total, 
11,628 were qualified for service, 
2545 qualified for limited service 
end 3627 rejected. Since those 
qualified for limited service will 
not be called, except in a great 
emergency, those actually rejected 
constitute 34.6 per cent. 

Col. Gist said this figure was 
about the same as that reported by 
other draft boards in the country. 
Of those qualified, about 12 per 
cent were rejected subsequently by 
army doctors at induction centers. 

A partial breakdown of the 
causes for disqualification was 
made, Col, Gist said, at the re- 
quest of interested medical or civic 
groups which wanted to know the 
prevalence of certain physical de- 
fects or diseases. 

This showed that 20.9 per cent 


« ‘were disqualified because of defec- 


tive teeth, 11.2 per cent for defec- 
tive vision, 7.6 per cent for nervous 
or mental diseases, 6 per cent for 
hernia, 3.6 per cent for venereal 
diseases and 1.8 per cent for pul- 
monary tuberculosis. 

Lhe remaining 48 per cent were 
disqualified for various causes, 
mostly overweight, underweight, 
heart disease or because they were 
crippled. 

Col. Gist said the percentage of 
those rejected for venereal disease 
was “very much less than we ex- 
pected to find.”

I think, thank God, we can still 
prevent anything like that from 
happening here.” 

In many of the strikes, unions 
have demanded wage increases. 
Knudsen said it was “an accept- 
ed fact” that wages may rise in 
a period of high industrial activ- 
ity. 

“The problem,” he added, “is to 
hold the rise in proportion to the 
rise in living cost, and prevent a 
spiral from which it is extremely 
hard to recover.”

| N his final report as Director of the International Labor Organiza- 


declares that “the course of events during the war shows that we 
are living in a period not only of tragedy but also of opportunity.” 
He envisions a post-war democratic world in which there will be ef- 
fective co-operation between ee and organizations of em- 


ployers and workers, 


The report, a world-wide survey 
of economic and social conditions, 
was made public this week by 
the Washington office of the In- 
ternational Labor Organization. A 
16-page pamphlet, it was -written 
just prior to Winant’s departure 
for his new post in London. The 
final chapter is devoted to his per- 
sonal observations in Europe, made 
when the ILO had its headquarters 
at Geneva and the conclusions he 
has drawn from them and the 
mass of information he brought 
from Europe when he transferred 
the ILO offices to Montreal. 


No Looking Backward. 


“The door has been closed,” he 
writes, “on the pre-war world. 
When war is done, the peoples of 
all free nations, working together, 
will rebuild democracy more in 
their own likeness than it has 
been in the past. This much we 
know, for arms shall not be laid 
down in vain. What then is to be 
the foundation of the _ stronger 
democracy of the future? How 
can we help to draft a ch r of 
social rights in a rapidly ¢h 
and rapidly changing world? 

“It is wise, in thinking toward 
the future, to look briefly toward 
the past. In the interval between 
world wars, amid mounting eco- 
nomic and social unrest, a convic- 
tion became more widespread that 
the world belongs to the common 
people. 

“Groups, national organizations 
and even governments came into 
being to translate this conviction 
into practical action and to ren- 
der service in the interests of 
the general welfare. The indus- 
trial worker, in his trade union, 
came nearer to the farmer, the 
tenant farmer, and the farmer 
laborer, to the white-collar worker. 
to the professional technician and 
manager, to the student, to the 
civil servant, with a steady in- 
terlocking interest and ever-widen- 
ing area of social concern. 


“The cornerstone of the future, 
at least, is already apparent from 
the mistakes of the past. Political 
democracy must be broadened to 
include economic stability and so- 
cial security. The waste of re- 
sources which has been effectively 
eliminated in time of war must 
not be allowed to return once 
peace has come. An unemployed 
or poorly employed citizenry is no 
basis for winning the peace. Even 
though at a moment when the sur- 
vival of democracy is in the bhal- 
ance, priority of production, energy 
and will must be granted to the 
waging of the war itself, we must 
not lose sight of this conclusion 
from the past. 


‘Let Us Work Together.’ 


“No opportunity to strengthen 
the fundamental social and civil 
rights of the great majority of 
citizens must be neglected. No 
opportunity to wipe out the want 
and hopelessness of the pre-war 
period must be ignored. This is 
not only prudent nationa: defense, 
it is in the. tradition of demo- 
cratic freedom. Let us work to- 
gether to make it the practice of 


freedom in all walks of life and. 


in all fields of work.” 
In his broad general picture, 


+ Winant does not give details of 


labor movement in particular 
countries except to draw. several 
conclusions which he says “seem 
to be of importance for democ- 
racy as a whole and for labor.” 
His conclusions are: 

“In the first place, it is clear 
that the democracies cannot sur- 
vive unless they can achieve ef- 
i fective co-operation between Gov- 


} ernments and organizations of em- 


ployers and workers. The positive 


value of such co-operation has 
been cogently demonstrated in 
Great Britain, where, with every 
deepening of national emergency, 
the principles and practices of re- 
sponsible collaboration have been 
extended and intensified. In this 
fact lies much of the strength and 
unity of purpose of the British 
people today. In the acceptance 
and further development of such 
co-operation lies much of the force 
of democracy everywhere. 


“In the second place, it is equal- 
ly clear that divisions within the 
ranks of the workers greatly aided 
the spread of Fascism over Eu- 
rope. A labor movement torn by 
internal strife is in no condition to 
meet effectively the carefully or- 
ganized and unified attacks of 
Fascism, whether from within or 


| from without, 
A Word of Caution. 


“Finally, it may not seem amiss 
for me to urge caution upon the 
many who have already claimed 
the authority to attribute causes 
and responsibility for events which 
have swept us in untoward direc- 
tions. Many people blame the so- 
cial policy of recent years for the 
disasters which overtook France. 
These people have sometimes 
mixed cause and effect. They have 
not paused to measure the havoe 
and confusion wrought by the re- 
versal of that policy before the 
outbreak of war. I wish to bear 
testimony from close observation 
to the fact that the Government 
and workers of France were as 
quick as any of us to see the ne- 
cessity to sacrifice social progress 
in a nation of 40,000,000 while a 
neighbour nation of 80,000,000 ag- 
gressively armed itself for war, 
But more important still, I wish to 
sound a warning of the danger in 
this tendency to blame workers’ 
organizations for inefficiencies of 
national economic organization and 
for military failures. To do this is 
to read the past incorrectly and to 
discourage the very groups which 
must play an increasingly respon- 
sible part in stabilizing a disturbed 
economy. To do this ig to blind 
ourselves to the necessity of a 
sound social] structure and a unit- 
ed and alert citizenry as essentials 
in the defense of democracy.” 


The domination of economic and 
social conditions throughout the 
world by actual war or threats of 
war is the central theme of Win- 
ant’s somber picture, 


“On the one hand,” he writes, 
“National-Socialist plans for the 
‘new order’ in Europe have taken 
concrete form, shaping the econ- 
omies of countries occupied or di- 
rectly influenced by Germany. Un- 
der this order Germany would be 
in a privileged position, with the 
production and trade of the rest 
of Europe subordinated to those of 
the Reich in such a manner‘as to 
maximize Germany’s national in- 
come. 


“Japan hag co-ordinated its pol- 
icy with that of Germany, pro- 
claiming the inauguration of a 
generally similar ‘new order’ in the 
Far East. 


On the Other Hand. 


“On the other hand, the war pe- 
riod has witnessed far-reaching ef- 
forts by belligerent democracies to 
mobilize their ecohomic strength 
without sacrificing the ‘essentials 
of democratic organization. . . . 
The United States has steadily 
been organizing its production ma- 
chinery and its labor suppiy ror 
war and national defense purposes 
and is becoming the ‘arsenal of 
democracy.’ In many of the coun- 
tries of Latin America the war has 
caused sharp interruptions of trade

Whatever the explanation, there is no justifica- 
tion for any such practice at this time. We are in 
a grave defense emergency. Excessive non-defense 
benefits are no more in place than “unnecessary 
strikes and stoppages of work in defense industries. 
The public is already growing impatient with em- 
ployers and employes who cannot settle their dif- 
ferences, and it will put the farmers in the same 
class if they show themselves to be motivated by a 
spirit of “get while the getting is good.” 

No fifth column of foreign agents could possibly 
cripple our defense efforts as will selfish compe- 
tition by various groups, such as farmers, workers 
and employers. National unity means just that.\ It 
can be achieved only by a pooling of resources and 
interests. - 

The coalition of Senators who have doubled the 
farm benefits appropriation propose a most danger- 
ous precedent at this time. The House should reject 
the increase and stand by the sum it has voted. 
Few things could harm our defense program more 
than the wild dissipation of resources which this in- 
crease anticipates.

Morris Fishbein, editor of the A. M. A. Journal, has 
uttered a most astounding and misleading state- 
ment. This is what he said: | 

Regardless of the verdict, the A. M. A. will 
, continue to do its utmost for the prevention 
and treatment of disease and the improvement 
of the public health. 

The A. M. A. has some excellent achievements 
in this field, and it has received nation-wide credit 
for them. But when Dr. Fishbein lugs this glitter- 
ing generality into his comment on the association's 
conviction, he is trying to hoodwink the public into 
thinking that the Government’s suit was an effort 
to stop those accomplishments, that the Department 
of Justice is opposed to “prevention and treatment of 
disease and the improvement of the public health.” 

In reality, it was not the Government but the 
A. M. A. itself which sought to obstruct improve- 
ment of the public health in this instance. 

The Group Health Association of Washington, a 

co-operative medical group, had for its objectives 
‘the same ‘lofty ones which Dr. Fishbein now pro- 
claims for the A. M. A. Yet the A. M. A. and the 
District Society admittedly tried in many different 
ways to wreck that enterprise for bringing adequate 
medical care to a wider part of the public. 

Were these organized medicine groups furthering 
public health when they threatened expulsion to 


operative, and actually carried out the threat? Were 
they furthering public health when they succeeded 
in getting the co-operative’s physicians barred from 
Washington hospitals? In one instance, a hospital 
refused to let a Group Health Association surgeon 
perform an operation on a member stricken with 
acute appendicitis, and insisted that an outside sur- 
geon be called. 

‘The A. M. A.’s sole defense was that medicine is 
not a “trade,” and hence not subject to the Sher- 
man Act. Clearly, its activities were in restraint of 
medical practice, and the Appellate Court has al- 
ready held that the word “trade” under common 
law embraces such fields as the profession of medi- 
cine, a finding the Supreme Court refused to upset. 
The present verdict of guilty in the Federal Dis- 
trict Court is entirely in line with the rulings of the 
two higher courts. 

The A. M. A. appears to be thoroughly whipped 
in its effort to smash the co-operative. Would its 
leaders not be wise to cease their stubborn opposi- 
tion to all such plans for budgeting medical care? 
These groups are growing rapidly all over the 
country, and organized medicine is only reducing 
its own chance to lend professional guidance hy 
refusing to face the inevitable. \

Gov. Donnell has stopped re-enactment of the 
statute under which are appointed the' commission- 
ers of the Kansas City Court of Appeals. He vetoed 
a measure which was originally adopted in 1933 
and which comes up for renewal every four years. 

His objection was that it allows both court com- 
missioners to be affiliated with the same political 
party. This, he said, is contrary to all other legis- 
lation regarding the appointthent of such officials. 

The veto is a valid one since, in effect, it calls on 
the Legislature for a bi-partisan substitute bill. The 
administration of justice should be non-partisan. 
Making its machinery bi-partisan does not guarantee 
this, butydoes make it more probable.

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Paradoxes in Democracy and War Policy 


American entry into conflict is said by many to be inevitable, yet 


poll shows only 17 per cent of people favor step, law dean says; 
lease-lend law is called commitment to war, but sponsors urged it as 


peace measure; writer urges use of democratic methods in decision.., 


By Joseph A. McClain Jr., Dean of the Washington University School of Law. 


ARADOXES abound in a survey of 

America’s felationship to the interna- 

tional situation. On the one hand, we 
have been led to pledge a program of all- 
out aid to Britain, whatever that may mean, 
and on the other hand, the latest Gallup 
poll shows that 83 per cent of the people 
are opposed to war. 

We are urged to intervene in the war on 
the theory that only by this course will 
American principles of democracy be pre- 
served. And yet, with an overwhelming 
majority of the American people opposed to 
war, we are urged to put national unity 
above party considerations and give blind 
obedience to a policy of intervention whose 
full implications are supported by the small 
minority of 17 per cent of the people. 

say We are already committed to 
war, that it is too late to protest. If so, 
who committed us? And when? This ar- 
gument is based chiefly upon the lease-lend 
bill. And yet this bill was presented by its 
Sponsors as a peace bill—a measure to keep 
us out of war, not to put us in. 

In this greatest of all democracies, with 
83 per cent of the people opposed to war, 
we are advised thatewe must sit supinely 
and watch the war chariot roll on, accom- 
panied by the tune that “war is inevitable 
for us.” A war, let us remember, to carry 
out democratic. principles to the rest of 
the world. 

Might we not stop and ask who is saving 
whom? Can it.be possible that, merely as 
a preliminary to going to war, we have al- 
ready forsaken our democratic processes? 
Is this portent of what is to come when the 
going really gets rough?

Russia 
and Communism would presumably still be 
intrenghed. But the first effort would 
leave thousands of Americans to form a 
second Fianders Field. Thousands of others 
would return (if Russia, too is not to be 
crushed) maimed and crippled for hospi- 
talization. By that time our war indus- 
trics -would no longer be needed and mil- 
lions of civilians would be discharged. 
These would be joined by millions of dis- 
charged soldiers and it would not be un- 
reasonable to expect 10,000,000 to 20,000,000 
to be walking the streets looking for em- 
ployment not to be had. 


In the meantime, prices would have risen 
to new levels.. The tax burden would be 
staggering. Demands for relief would be 
refused, or repudiation of the national debt 
and inflation could be anticipated. In such 
a situation, the crisis of 1932, by compari- 
son, would seem like “the good old days.” 

Where, in such circumstances, would be 
our American way of life? What protection 
would minorities have in such a period of 
disillusionment when the inevitable search 
for scapegoats would take place? What 
position would we be in to carry the “four 
freedoms” all over the world with such a 
acarcity at home? These are, of course, 
probabilities, not certainties, but are they 
fantastic? 

Many able men have expressed grave 
doubt that capitalism could survive such 
an aftermath. What is worse, there would 
be little promise of any better substitute— 
unless we prefer the. Fascism Italy got, the 
Communism that Russia got, the Nazi-ism 
that Germany got, the socia] and economic 
disintegration that France got, out of the 
last World War. And remember, we got 
1929, and we still have its effects with us.

forward led by their commander.” 
Made a Lieutenant-Colonel . in 
September. of 1918, Donovan was 
thrice wounded. At the cross- 
ing of the Ourcg, near Cote de 
Chatillon, with his leg broken by 
a rifle bullet, he refused to leave 
his command until relieved by an- 
other battalion. At the end of the 
war honors were heaped upon the 
hero. He holds seven war dec- 
orations, the Distinguished. Serv- 
ice Cross, the Legion of Honor, 
Croix de Guerre with Star, Croix 
de Guerre with Palm, Distin- 
guished Service Medal, — Italian 
War Cross and the Congressional 
Iiedal of Honor, the nation’s high- 
est award, conferred on him in 
1923. 
1919 Mission to Siberia. 


In A919 he went on mission in 
Siberia to investigate the status of 
Kolchak’s army. Returning he 
settled down to follow the career 
that seemed to lie so promisingly 
before him, One thing he vowed 
and that was that he would not 
trade on his military exploits. With 
one or two minor exceptions, he 
has lived up to that pledge. In the 
buttonhole of this most conspicu- 
ously decorated American are no 
ribbons, no rosette. . 

Donovan ‘was appointed United 
States Attorney for the western 
district of New York in 1922, It 
was the era of prohibition. Dono- 
van had not been in office long 
when Federal agents raided the 
exclusive Saturn Club, the club 
he had joined after his marriage 
into the Rumsey family. In the 
lockers of many members liquor 
was found and prosecutions fol- 
lowed, 4 

This forthright action stirred 
bitter hatreds and resentments. But 
the bold District Attorney seemed 
not at all disturbed. He lived up 
to the dry law although he let it 
be known that he did not approve, 
in principle, of prohibition. Presi- 
dent Coolidge rewarded him by ap- 
pointing him Assistant Attorney- 
General in charge of the criminal 
division. This was in 1924. Less 
than a year later he was made 
first assistant to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral and when sleepy old John 
Garibaldi Sargent of Vermont was 
named head of the Department of 
Justice, it was Donovan who really 
ran the show. 

By temperament @ conservative, 
Donovan was well equipped for 
that role in the fabulous ‘20. He 
talked winningly of the anti-trust 
laws which called, he said, for a 
traffic cop rather than a big stick. 
But the traffic cop that Donovan 
put on the anti-trust beat politely 
ignored, for, the’ most part the 
growing monopoly concentration 
which went with the boom. Prohi- 
bition made the headlines. 

Extremely Active for Hoover. 

Donovan became extremely 
active in promoting Hoover for 
President. . In the handsome 
Georgetown house he had acquired 
—built by Bushrod Washington, 4 
nephew of the first President—he 
held repeated off-the-record meet- 
ings with political groups inter- 
ested in promoting the candidacy 
ot the Secretary of Commerce. 
Hoover got into the habit of using 
Donovan and his house. He would 
telephone to say that he was bring- 
ing eight for luncheon or a half 
dozen for dinner. It was a con- 
venient hideout where the lines 
were laid that led finally to vic-

Donovan was the ~ Republican 
candidate for Governor of New 
York in 1932. He was beaten by 
Herbert F. Lehman in the tide of 
votes that first put Roosevelt in 
thé White House. Ironically 
enough he had come to political 
maturity at the worst possible mo- 
ment for a conservative, worldly, 
agreeable Republican. 

But there were compensations. 
Thanks in no small] part to his 
Washington background, Donovan 
was soon engaged in a highly 
prosperous law practice with of- 
fices in New York, Washington 
and Buffalo. In the midst of po- 
litical changes that seemed al- 
most revdlutionary corporation 
clients found something very re- 
assuring in the presence of this 
self-confident Irishman. Some of 
his cases made headlines, others 
equally profitable did not come to 
general attention. 


Madison (Wis.) Oil Trial. 

His most spectacular appear- 
ance was at the head of a staff 
of 57 attorneys in the Madison 
(Wis.) oi] trial. Executives of 
virtually all the major oil com- 
panies were brought to book on 
anti-trust charges with the pos- 
sibility of individual! fines and 
prison sentences. A small-town 
Judge, Patrick Thomas Stone, one 
of Roosevelt's political appointees, 
presided over this remarkable 
trial. The opportunity was heaven- 
sent for Donovan who is at his 
best in a courtroom, with a gran- 
diose background. In Madison he 
lived in unexampled elegance, tak- 
ing a large house and installing 
hig own cook and butler. The net 
result after 16 weeks was, in ef- 
fect, victory for Donovan. Nomi- 
nal fines were imposed on the 
companies. 

While his law practice absorbed 
most of his time and energy, he 
kept in clése touch with the world 
situation. During Italy’s African 
war in ‘35 and ’36, he spent con- 
siderable time in Ethiopia, There 
this adventurer, with his tent 
pitched next to that of Marshal 
Badoglio, formed an excellent im- 
pression of [Italian military 
strength and skill. But he has 
since pointed out Italian equip- 
ment was at that time the newest 
and best available, It later be- 
came obsolete and there were few 
replacements. 


With Franco in Spain, 


Again during the Spanish civil 
war he spent a long period as an 
obgerver with Gen. Franco’s rebels 
and their German and Italian al- 
lies. Particularly thig last mission 
gave him an insight into modern 
warfare and the profound changes 
that have come in the past decade. 
This shrewd observer saw that the 
old tactical warfare based on close 
order and drill and the manual of 
arms, the whole elaborate her- 
itage of the eighteenth century, 
had gone forever. His observa- 
tions of the present war have only 
served to confirm that impression. 

Like many another American, 
Donovan was strongly opposed to 
American intervention up until 
Germany's victories of May and 
June last year. In fact, in an 
article in the May, 1940, Forum he 
took a strong anti-interventionist 
line. He wrote: 

“, + We are completely inde- 
pendent of the outside world, ex- 
cept for a few raw materials, It 
has been’ estimated that we could 
store up a sufficiency for less than 
the cost of a battleship. Our ocean 
barriers still make wus impreg- 
'nable to attack, despite all prog- 
ress in aviation. ... As to the 
immediate threat to us of a vic- 
torious Germany—it should be 
borne in mind that modern wars

conservative Packard cars. Entire- 
ly new, the Packard Clipper is ac- 
tually a foot wider than it ig high 
and is said to be lower from roof 
to road than any other full-sized 
car built in this country today. 

A notable departure in produc- 
tion processes is featured in its 
fender design. Front and _ rear 
fenders are stamped in one piece 
with bonnet and body panels. Front 
fenders are long and fade into 
the front door panels. With con- 
cealed running boards, a hood cover 
that narrows into a blunted nose 
only a few inches above the high 
fenders, and a contoured rear deck, 
the new Clipper retains only the 
top lines of the traditional Packard 
radiator shell. 


The newest of Packard models 
is 64 inches from ground to top, 
has a 127-inch wheel base and is 
219% inches over all in length, It 
weighs 3725 pounds and has a 125 
horsepower eight-in-line engine. 

Front fenders are high and wide 
with a depression between the 
crown of the fender and the bon- 
net side. Both fender and bonnet 
side are drawn from a single sheet 
of heavy, seamless, jointless steel 
permitting flowing surfaces from 
front to rear. Running boards are 
concealed by the skirted doors. 
The concealed running boards per- 
mit the front fenders to fade into 
the doors in a beautiful new treat- 
ment. 


Headlights are inserted wide 
apart at the front of the massive 
fenders just above the wide, flar- 
ing grille with its decorative 
chrome frames. 


On either side at the lower edge 
of the new bonnet, a new version 
of the traditional Patkard spear- 
head extends backward to the 
frent door in silver. In a new 
radiator ornament speed lines are 
emphasized by a chrome bonnet 
strip extending almost to the wind- 
shield. 


A new divided windshield, 
framed in chrome, measures 51% 
inches from pillar to pillar and 
16% inches from top to bottom, 

A custom styling touch is added 
on the rear deck, where the Pack- 
ard signature is carried in chrome 
script in the lower left hand cor- 
ner of the trunk lid.

French and German Work 
Put on Display for Two 
Weeks Here. 


A good chance to see the work 
which some of Europe’s most im- 
portant contemporary and nine- 
teenth century artists have done in 
their off-hand moments can now 
‘be had at the Junior League club- 
room, 49382 Maryland avenue, where 
an exhibit of 150 watercolors and 
black and whites opened yester- 
day. 

The show was arranged by the 
Junior League to stimulate in- 


terest in modern art and to let 
those who are still a little puzzled 
by it see it in its more easily un- 
derstandable mediums. 

All of the 30 artists represented 
are French or German, and there 
is a lightness and airiness about 
the show, which runs all the way 
from a Renoir crayon sketch of 
girls in a field to some recent ab- 
stractionist boating scenes and sea- 
scapes in magnificent color by 
Lyonel Feininger.

There are classical and abstrac- 
tionist etchings by Picasso, some 
of Paul Gauguin’s darkly brooding 
Tahitian women, a number of 
Matisse odalisques, and half a doz- 
en of Georges Rouault’s richly 
colored etchings of tormented men 
and women. 

The Germans, less frequently 
shown ‘here, are well represented 
with some bitter expressionist 
lithographs by Emit Nolde, some 
of Kaethe Kollwitz’s thoughtful 
drawings, and with George Kolbe’s 
wonderfully facile sketches of 
nudes, : 

There are a few small pieces of 
sculpture, including a Maillol nude 
and a sprightly prancing horse by 
Rene Sintenis. Maillol is also rep- 
resented with some crayon draw- 
ings. To give a genuine modernist 
touch, there are a couple of mo- 
biles, or sculpture made out of 
wire, hanging from the ceiling.

MODERN ART SHOW [OLD PICTURES DEPICT 


WEST OF CENTURY AGO 


Alfred Miller’s Drawings and 
Paintings on Display at 
Art Museum, 


More than 100 years ago a young 
Baltimore artist named Alfred 
Miller passed through St. Louis on 
his way from New Orleans to 
sketch the Wild West. His water- 
colors and drawings were largely 
forgotten in the succeeding cen- 
tury, but yesterday they went on 
view in a full-dress exhibition at 
the City Art Museum. 

There are 80 pictures in all, some 
naive and some romantic, but most 
of them presenting a fresh and 
first-hand view of what the coun- 
try west of the Mississippi looked 
like in the fur-trapping days. 

They were lent to the museum 
by Mrs. Clyde H. Porter of Kansas 
City, who found them in a neglect- 
ed state in Baltimore some years 
ago and thought they should be 
shown in the Middle West. 

Miller was 27 years old in 1837 
when he met a Capt. William Drum- 
mond Stewart, a Scottish noble- 
man, who preferred adventurous 
life in America to the Scottish 
Highlands. Capt. Stewart was 


making a trip to Fort Laramie in 
Wyoming and he persuaded Miller 
to go along to sketch the country 
and later paint some larger can- 
vases for his castle in Scotland, 

The larger paintings did not turn 
out very well, according to those 
who have seen the few still extant, 
but in the preliminary watercolors 
Miller worked in a fine feeling for 
the vastness of the prairies and 
the mountain ranges and for the 
loneliness of the trappers who 
roamed among them. 

Although the watercolors are 
primarily - of historical interest, 
Miller did manage to paint some 
landscapes in nicely subdued col- 
ors and had got a pleasant off- 
hand quality into some of his 
wash drawings. And there is a 


wonderfully amusing portrait o 


a buffalo, perhaps as charming a 
painting as has ever been made of 
this strange animal. 

There is a great diversity uf sub- 
ject matter in the paintings and 
Miller was apparently an extreme- 
ly industrious worker. There are 
Indian dances, buffalo surrounds, 
trappers talking by the campfire, 
meetings between Indians and 
trappers, buffalo drinking at a 
pond, and a great many scenes of 
camp life. 

Miller painted the West at the 
same time as George Caleb Bing- 
ham. Although he never achieved 
Bingham’s robust quality and never 
was able to handle masses of peo- 


temporary in some of his less sen- 
timental landscapes. 
Reproductions in color of some 
of Miller’s watercolors were print- 
ed in the Post-Dispatch last De- 
cember. The show at the museum

“Desirable for People to 
Focus on Land Defense 
for 24-Hour Period,’ 
Says Roosevelt.

America celebrated Army day to- 
day with a military show designed 
to impress upon the people of 
dozens of cities the progress made 
in defense. 

From crowded sidewalks, thou- 
gands of citizens saw the army on 
parade, with its tanks, guns, me- 
chanized equipment and newly in- 
creased manpower, while military 
planes of all types roared overhead. 

“In a world wherein domination 
by armed might prevails in so 
many unhappy lands,” President 
Roosevelt said in a statement sig- 
nalizing the observance, “it is high- 
ly desirable that the American peo- 
ple focus their attention for at 
least one 24-hour period in a year 
on those military forces which con- 
stitute the land defense of our re- 
public.” 

Staff Chief Broadcasts. 

“The army must have complete 
support,” said Gen. George C. 
Marshall, chief of staff, in a na- 
tionwide broadcast. “Without the 
full co-operation of the mechanic 
who builds the planes, the ma- 
chinist who forges the guns, or the 
farmer who raises the crops, the 
soldier in the field cannot suc- 
ceed. With the backing of the 
American family, of the women 
he loves and reveres, he cannot be 
defeated.” 

“The armed services stand as 
one service in the national estab- 
lishment,” said Rear Admiral G. C. 
Rowcliff, representing the navy at 


an Army day dinner in Wasihng-, 


ton. 

The War Department, mean- 
while reported a total of 1,124,000 
men in uniform—491,000 regulars, 
315,000 draftees, 280,000 National 
Guardsmen and 38,000 reserves. A 
year ago, by contrast, only 225,000 
men were under arms. 

New Rifles in Parade. 

Today's parades were made up 
of what lay handiest to the indi- 
vidual] cities. In Washington, for 
instance, there were no tanks, be- 
cause none are maintained at near- 
by military posts. But infantry- 
men carried the new Garand semi- 
automatic rifle, and planes from 
Bolling Field were overhead. Cin- 
cinnati, however, saw the new 
tanks, ordered there from Fort 
Knox, Ky. 

Meanwhile, there were these de- 
velopments in connection with na- 
tional defense: 

Tentative administration ap- 
proval was reported for a proposal 
that a fund of more than $50,000,- 
000 in dispute between the govern- 
ments of the United States and 
the Philippine Islands be used to 
reinforce the defenses of the 
islands.

Military Posts Observe Army Day

Army day, the twenty-fourth an- 
niversary of this country’s en- 
trance into the World War, is be- 
ing observed today and tomorrow 
by more than 16,000 men in uni- 
form at military posts in St. Louis 
and vicinity. 

Jefferson Barracks, which in the 
last year has been transformed 
from a small humdrum army post 
into a beehive of activity with 


8000 men on duty, will hold open 
house today and tomorrow from 8 
a. m. to 5 p. m. 

Guides will be on hand to show 
visitors points of historic interest, 
such as the musket-barrel fence 
near the Mississippi River and the 
National Cemetery, as well as the 
new induction station and recep- 
tion center, where thousands of 
men drafted under the Selective 
Service Act are processed before 
assignmnt to regular stations. 

In addition to permanent per- 
sonnel of nearly 2000 men, the Bar- 
racks accommodates 5000 Air 
Corps recruits attending a basic 
school and about 1000 drafted men 
at the reception center. 

Concert by 40-Piece Band. 

A concert will be presented by 
the 40-piece band of the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars of St. Louis 
County, from 3:45 to 4:45 p. m. 
today in the bandstand on the Bar- 
racks parade ground. 

At Scott Field, where 8000 men 
are on duty in connection with 
the Air Corps Radio Com- 
munications School, Army day ac- 
tivities will be held tomorrow only, 
from noon until 6 p. m. Open 
house will include technical ex- 
hibits, in Hangar No. 1, of para- 
chute and medical equipment, 
armament and aircraft engineer- 
ing and of photographic, weather 
and radio equipment. 

At 2 p. m. there will be a recruit 
training and drill demonstration, 
including calisthenics, squad, pla- 
toon and company formations, in-

terior guard duty and gas mask 
drill, A WPA band will give a 
concert at 4 o’clock in front of 
the headquarters building. 

There are now accommodations 
at Scott Field for a total of 9000 
to 10,000 men. Of the 8000 there, 
half are students and the rest 
maintenance and other personnel.

110th Observation Squadron par- 
ticipating. Plans were made to en-

AIR CORPS SOON OPEN 
T0 ENLISTED MEN 


Short Supply of Pilots Under 
Present Restrictions Given 
as Reason. 


WASHINGTON, April 5 (AP). 
—Both the Army Air Corps and 
the Navy were reported authori- 
tatively today to be preparing to 
let down the bars to enlisted men 
to assure an adequate number of 
pilots for their prospective new 
fleets of warplanes. 

The Air Corps already has start- 
ed a study of steps to revise down- 
wa:d its existing strict require- 
ments for flyers, and the, Navy 
has approved a recommendation 
that 20 per cent of its flying force 
be enlisted men. 

With a few exceptions, only of- 
ficers now fly American military 
and naval planes, and pilot candi- 
dates must have at least two years 
of college education or its equiv- 
alent. 

Some officers think, however, 
that only by following the ex- 
ample of Germany and Great Brit- 
ain in making pilots of enlisted 
men can the army attain its ob- 
jective of 30,060: flyers a year...

Two 64-foot trusses which sup- 
port the roof, and a single row of 
steel columns through the center 
of the building provide an over- 
head clearance of 20 feet, and a 
floor area as free from obstruc- 
tion as. possible.

ONALD COLMAN is a composite Englishman. He represents 
R to the’average fan everything that is England. His reserve, 
his clipped speech, his delayed response to an American joke, 
and his high irritation at having his private life disturbed make 
him more -British than John Bull. : 
His friends call him Ronnie. His real name is Ronald 
Charles Colman. He was born in Richmond, Surrey, England, 
Feb. 9, 1891. He looks and acts 15 years younger than. he is. 
His father, Charles Colman, was a silk importer. While Ronald 
was growing up, it was necessary for him to go to work. His first 
job was office boy with a British steamship company. 
Right now he is making “My Life With Caroline,” which in- 


troduces a British screen star to the American public. She is _ 


Anna Lee, a pert, frisky little blonde. 

Like Charles Boyer, marriage has done wonders for Colman. 
Before his marriage in 1938 to Benita Hume, a vivacious brunette, 
Colman was considered ingrown even by his British friends. This 
was his second marriage, as he has been married before to Selma 
Raye, a British actress who has never been to this country. Be- 
fore his marriage to Benita, Colman was getting crotchety and 
difficult, He even hired a press agent to keep his name out of 
the papers. He is still precise and detests having his well-ordered, 
quiet English life broken into, but it can honestly be said that he 
is a new Man now.

For all hig quiet reserve, he is a friendly person and one of the 
luckiest gamblers in town.- He loves poker, and in his unassuming 
way can ‘bluff through hands and fake in the chips. He doesn’t 
like ‘bridge and refuses to play the game. He likes tc dance. 

He was told by the major studios when he first came out that 


he just wasn't the type. But he stuck it out and came out on top. 


He doesn’t fight with p 's now. He just ignores them. He 
believes and likes to quote one of George Bernard Shaw's lectures 
to a play producer in which the Irish dramatist admonishes pro- 
ducers to leave the interpretation of.a role to the discretion of an 
actor. When he is told that he is doing something wrong in front 
of the camera, he contentedly agrees and then continues to do it 
the same way.

ideas on why women are chewing 
the clover in some of the pet mas- 
culine business pastures. 

“The reason women are being 
given the big jobs,” she said, “is 
because they work just as hard 
after they get to be executives 
as they did when they were lowly 
copywriters. Their hot little hands 
still fly over the ‘typewriter keys, 
writing the same clever copy they 
did. when they were promising 
youngsters. But men—men change 
from the bright youngsters they 
once were. They become pontifical 
and proper. Men sit back of great 
big polished desks and tell peo- 
ple they have no time for the cre- 
ative end of the business, they're 
in the executive end. And where 
are their hot little hands? Why, 
they’re buzzing buttons and put- 
ting their names in important 
scrawls on important documents. 
They're ‘big business men’ and* 
they’re ‘making decisions.’ Women 
remember humbler days, country 
surroundings, while a man joins a 
club and becomes prosperous— 
and votes the straight Republican 
ticket.

Then too, men write 
about such thin, dusty things as 
services and facilities, that wom- 
en never mention in ads. . Take 
this typical pompous, pontifical, 
platitudinous ad, written by some 
‘important’ man. It reads, “We 
are standing on the threshold of 
an era, and we meet the chal- 
lenge of a new economic system.’ 
And then later on, ‘Tomorrow 
economy and fashion will walk 
hand in hand.’ Now I ask you, 
can you imagine little Mazie 
Schultz . calling up her girl friend 
and saying, ‘Say, let’s go down to 
the Blank department store to- 
morrow. Didja know fashion and 
economy are gonna walk hand in 
hand?’” 

In contrast with these duli 
mouthings are some of the bright 
bits that have been turned out by 
Ad-Writer Fitz-Gibbon. Most of 
these, she pointed out, were passed 
above the protests of men who 
cried, in horror, “Oh, we can't say 
that.” There was the headline for 
washable dresses, “Love ’em and 
lave ’em,” another for a sale of 
white goods, “Staple Chase,” still 
another describing a sale of draf- 
tee kits, “Kit the Boys Goodby.” 
About the time doctors began ad- 
vocating olive oil instead of tal- 
cum powder for babies, she 
brought forth the headline, “Pour- 
ing oil on the troubled daughters,” 
but her favorite of all was the 
headline for strapless evening 
dresses, a line which she had

store censors. It read, “How do 
you keep it up night after night?” 

“Smart advertising,” she points 
out, “comes from people who have 
a sort of ‘What the hell’ abandon 
about things. -When you lose that, 
you’re no good.” ' 

Not the fashion magazine picture 
of a big woman executive, Bernice 
Fitz-Gibbon is substantial rather 
than smart in appearance, and in 
spite of years of toil in the New 
York mines still has much of the 


Middle West in her speech. 


“T come from Westport, Wis., a 
tiny little spot on the map,” she 
explained. “It was there that I 
did my first bit of writing, at the 
age of 13, a novel entitled, ‘It Hap- 
pened in Ipswich.’ I. imagine it 
must have been a horribly gory 
thing. 


“I graduated from the University 
of Wisconsin in ‘18, and taught 
English for two years, and then 
went to work on.a newspaper in 
Rockford, Ill., the Rockford Morn- 
ing Star, and later the Rockford 
Gazette.

tually I thought up the idea while 
watching the limousines draw up 
to Macy’s door: Going through the 
list of accounts I discovered many 
names in the Social Register, and 
that’s how I got the idea of a 
fashion for thrift. It used to be 
smart to be extravagant, you 
know, but that’s become rather 
dowdy now.” 

After 12 years with Macy’s, 
Miss Fitz-Gibbon went to Wana- 
maker’s and then to Gimbel’s as 
publicity director. In a recent 
Gimbel ad she carried on a feud 
with her former employers at 
Macy’s. The affair, a Gimbel vic- 
tory, had to do with men’s shorts, 
Gimbel’s “trouser-made_ shorts,” 
which were being advertised to 
compete with Macy’s product, in- 
terestingly named, “banjo seat 
shorts.”

RAY hair may actually oe,

—if it is healthy and we 
cared-for, and if it is dre 
smartly and becomingly. 
We don't know just why the hai, 


turns gray. As we get older, the | 


hair tends to change, becoming 
more scant and dry and bri 
and for some reason the colori, 
matter, or pigment, may disap. 
pear. The hairs become sily 
white, but a gray effect is pro 
duced by the mixture of white ang 
dark hairs. 

Graying may begin even in ths 
early twenties, probably due t 


some inherited tendency. Exper 


ence with animals seem to sho 
that a diet containing certain 
stances makes the fur of thes 
animals healthy and glossy ang 
dark: However, we don’t yet have 
specific pills or capsules that wij 
do the trick of turning gray hai; 
back to dark.

TO MAKE SURE that you ge 
the vitamins and minerals that 
may have some effect on hair col. 
or, the diet should be varied and 
well-balanced. Hat foods that cop. 
tain vitamin B (whole grain cere. 
als and whole wheat bread.) Eat 
at least two vegetables a day— 
a green leafy one (spinach, broc. 
coli, lettuce, kale, collards), as wel 
as one from this group: carrots, 
turnips, peas, beans, squash, cauli- 
flower, asparagus, etc. Don’t forget 
to include in your diet orang 
juice or grapefruit every day i 
addition to other fresh fruits. The 
normal diet should also include 
meat (especially liver); milk, but. 
ter and eggs. 

The state of the general health 
affects the hair, too. There should 
be sufficient rest, sleep and exer. 
cise, as well as periodic physical 
examinations to discover and erad- 
icate conditions such as chronic in- 
fections.

GRAYING HAIR should come in 
for its full share of care, if it 
to be a beauty asset. It should be 
shampooed regularly and brushed 
every day, so that it looks clean 
and alive and gleaming. For gray 
or white hair, a little bluing may 
be used in the rinsing water, to 
prevent a tendency to yellowness; 
the faint silvery-blue light that i 
gives to the hair is very flattering 

It doesn’t do any good to pul 
out new gray hairs, for new ones 
will appear to take their place. It 
is not true, however, that pulling 
a gray hair will make several come 
back where one was before. 

If gray hair is to be dyed, i 
usually is better to have this work 
done by an experienced, reliable 
operator tather than to do it your 
self at home. Before dying, ther 
should be a “patch test” applying 
some of the dye to the skin to set 
if there is any dangerous sensitivity 
to the dye.

ORDINARILY the hair needs 0 & 


be washed once a week or at least 
every other week. And shampod 
should not harm the hair if they 
are correctly done. 

Don’t use just any soap you hap 
pen to have. Soap for shampooing 
should be liquid; solid soap may 
leave pieces stuck to the hair, espe, 
cially if it is rubbed on direc 
Failure to remove all the soap ne 
ohly spoils the appearance of tht 
hair but is bad for the hair. Sha 
poo soap should lather well—this 
is one test of a good hair 808); 
such a soap washes off easily » 
stead of sticking to the hatr. 

In shampooing use warm 
—not hot. Work up a rich lathe 
with the liquid soap and rub & 
well into the scalp. Then rinse % 
off thoroughly. Apply soap a s# 
ond time and lather well, then rins 
several times in warm water, ent 
ing with a cool rinse.

HEN you talk to June Havoc, 
W the effervescent miss who has 
created something of a stir in 
the role of the night club floozie 


-in “Pal Joey,” the idea that she 


is a gal who knows her own noodle 
walks right into your mind. At 
least 10 years ago Juney pointed 
the toe of one of her size four patent 
leather pumps toward Broadway. 
There were plenty of derails, de- 
tours and disappointments on the 
way, but June’s determination did 
not waver. Now she has made the 
grade and her riotous antics in the 
role of Gladys Bumps, the comic 
and not too naive night club babe 
of “Pal Joey,” have established her 
as one of the finds of the current 
Broadway season. 


Five years ago, during the sum- 


‘mer of 1936, June was playing sup- 


porting role parts at the St. Louis 
Muny Opera. But if nobody re- 
members her, she doesn’t mind. 
“My biggest role,” she laughed 
the other evening as we destroyed 
a two-pound steak apiece at Sardi’s 
here in New York, “consisted of 
coming out on the stage, saying 
‘They're coming this way’ and then 
running like the devil to get out 
of the way of 200 members of the 
singing and dancing chorus.” 
This Muny Opera interlude, June 
says, was one of the most pleasant 
in a tough 20-year career in theat- 
ricals and things vaguely pertain- 
ing thereto. At the age of 3, she 
was entertaining the natives . of 
Seattle, Wash., where she was born, 


‘with some really extraordinary toe 


dancing. Then under the wing of 
her ambitious mother, she was 
taken to Hollywood. 

“Mama thought I was beautiful,” 
June explains, “but my first whack 
at the movies came when I was 
chosen for the role of a wizened, 
starved child out of a mob of 500 
kids trying for the part.” 

After a short and not exactly 


Along Hollywood Film Front 
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phenomenally successful career in 
the films, June’s mother, Mrs. Rose 
Hovick, hit upon the idea of vaude- 
ville. There was another daugh- 


ter, now known as Gypsy Rose - 


Lee, international authority on 
strip-tease technique, and with her 
two girls and four young boys with 
nice voices, Mrs. Hovick put to- 
gether a vaudeville act which she 
called “Dainty June and Her News- 
boy Songsters.” Baby June got 
top billing and was doing all right 
until she upset the family apple 
cart by running away at the age 
of 13 to marry a lad only five 
years her senior. 


“He wiped my nose and I washed 
his socks and together we went 
hungry most of the time,” June 
says. “It was pretty awful. We 
tried everything. Once in San 
Francisco we heard that $100 a 
day was being offered to kids who 
would enter dance marathons. We 
entered and made enough to live 
on for a while.” 


When the marathon money was 
gone, June found that she had 
sobered up from her emotional jag, 
and, alone, she came back East, 
determined to make a name for 
herself on Broadway. She went 
into every lineup for every chorus 
in town, but nobody would have 
her. Always it was her luck to 
find herself between a couple of 
tall, beautiful gals like her sister, 
Gypsy Rose Lee. In desperation 
she went ae to marathoning.

66YN_ the Teaantiins I had. my 
[bany, April,” she . explains, 
“and entering marathons was 
the only way I. had of mak- 
ing a living for the two of 
us. Finally, when 1 won my sixth 
marathon and a total of $2500, 1 
said to myself, ‘I'll lick this Broad- 
way bunch yet,’ and I set out on 
another campaign to es into the 
chorus.” 

Month after month June an- 
swered chorus calls. In between 
calls she modeled in New York’s 
teeming garment center and posed 
for commercial artists, and after 
six months of that hit upon a plan 
for laying fresh siege to Broadway. 

“I carefully placed myself in a 
theatrica] hotel even though I 
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couldn’t afford it,” she says, “and 
it was there that I got my first 
real break. An old vaudevillian 
and his wife, whose act was sched- 
uled for Loew’s State, moved in 
and when the wife took sick, I 
was handy to do the pinch-hitting.” 
A few weeks later, hearing that 
a couple of men were in New York 
to scout talent for the St. Louis 
Municipal Opera, June called on 
Laurence Schwab and Richard 
Berger. Luckily the two had hap- 
pened to see her in the act at 
Loew’s and June was signed for a 
summer’s work in St. Louis.

FTER this period in St. Louis, 
A auring which she ate regularly 
for the first time in several 
years,«June went back to New 
York and landed the Crystal Allen 
part in a road company of “The 
Women.” In 10 weeks she lost 14 
pounds and was fired because she 
looked more like an advance ad 
for a famine than anybody's idea 
of “the other woman.” 

“You remember the big scene 
that Crystal plays in a bathtub?” 
June asked. “Well, I had a cold 
from the minute I got in that bath- 
tub till four weeks after I was 
fired.” ! 

Ill and crushed, June went back 
to New York and then into sum- 
mer stock at Pawling, N. Y., where 
a kind woman by the name of 
Maryverne Jones, who has given 
many a young hopeful a shot of 
éncouragement in the theatrical 
arm, took her under her wing. By 
the end of the summer June’s name 
went up in the marquee lights and 


her confidence was restored to the’ 


point where she was ready to have 
another fo at Broadway. 

She did some Shubert shows at 
Jones Beach. and. distinguished 
herself by taking an exit into 
Zach’s bay. «She understudied 
Lupe Velez in “You Never Know” 
and then tried to do a night club 
job in Greenwich Village. 

“I told stories and chinned my- 
self on the piano,” June laughs. 
“But it was no go. My next job 
was on the borsch circuit, touring 
the camps in the Catskills.”

ing heard of the “Meet the Peo- 
ple” experiment in California, got 
together and rented the Windsor 
Theater here in New York. Invi- 
tations Were sent to producers, 
agents, managers, theatrical brok- 
ers, press agents and business 
managers, and with no scenery 
and no props except two tin-panny 
pianos, the kids did their stuff.

Film Musical Starring Judy Canova 
Fully Qualifies as Entertainment

HE tumult and the shouting dies, the stars and publicity staffs 
T depart, still stands the ancient “Sis Hopkins,” in modernized 
- screen version, at the Fox Theater. St. Louis’ first Hollywood 
premiere, which wasn’t the first really, if one wants to get technical 
about it, has come and gone. The Fox Theater offers “Sis Hopkins” 
on regular schedule, plus stage show. . 
While the picture seen at the big blow-off on Friday night was 
acarcely anything to set a reviewer furiously scribbling notes on his 
stiff shirtfront, it is very satisfactory musical comedy, economical 
of the spectator’s time, well supplied with song and dance and 
giving more than a money’s worth of laughs. \ 
It ought to greatly advance the careers of Judy Canova and Jerry

Time was when “Sis Hopkins” was an annual event, patronized 
by young and old. Parents’ took it like bock beer and -children 
like sassafras tea. The triumphant greenhorn was a figure of the 
times which, with all, due respect, contained more triumphant green- 
horns. That was before radio, good roads and juke boxes had given 
even the backwoods a plague of jitterbugs. 

Republic Pictures’ re-creation of the work has something of the 
rural simplicity of the original, although Sis, instead of getting her 
man, gets a Broadway contract and may get into the movies and on 
the radio as well. Girls want different things these days. 

So “Sis Hopkins” meets the tests Even as Miss Canova was some- 
thing of a surprise, and very much of a boxoffice success in “Scat- 
terbrain,” she is likely to bring much cash into the coffers of Re- 
public and associated exhibitors on “Sis Hopkins.” As Jerry Colonna 
said in introducing her on Friday, she is “a really solid gal,” with 
the talent and individuality for screen popularity. 

Endowed with a Lily Pons kind of voice, she uses it to yodel, and 
while Mme. Pong might not be able to sing grand opera and wear 
pigtails equally well, La Canova can do both. In “Sis Hopkins,” she 
tosses the customers a section of Signor Puccini’s “La Traviata”—the 
“Sempre Libera” aria—and they applaud. It may not mean anything 
but that’s the same ditty Grace Moore sang from the balcony in 
“One Night of Love,” when she,4o0, wowed the customers. 

Of more popular nature on the Canova song program are a 
scorching “Some of These Days,” a lively “If You’re in Love, You're 
Lucky” and a tribute to the common people, ending up with these 
words, “And That Ain’t Hay, It’s the U. S. A.” Very patriotic; Miss 
Canova, and it wasn’t the marching soldiers the audience applauded 
on that occasion, either.

Somewhat irrelevantly it de- 
velops later that the wife is in love 
with the scion of the Farrelly fam- 
ily, David. This adds something 
to the suspense but little to the 
solution, but it probably is ex- 
plained by the fact that it is not 
until the second act that things 
really begin to happen.

The palm 
is almost turned outward in the Nazi-Fascist manner of saluting, but the arm is crooked, so it is a half Fascist, half military salute; 
it can either become a straight Fascist salute, or return to the military one of democratic France, depending, of course, on who wins. 


RANCE today, particularly unoccupied France, is in a state 
that might be described as suspended political animation. 
The Vichy Government ieans toward “collaboration” with 
Germany, along with the setup of a peculiarly French type 
of Fascism, one inclining towards benevolence. It has its 
supporters, most of them inspired by admiration for Petain. But 
the majority of French in unoccupied France seem to be pulling 
for a British victory, even if they don't like the British. In the 
occupied section there is much less division of opinion. The 
French don’t conceal their hatred and contempt for their 
conquerors, do everything possible to make them uncomfortable, 
and cheer when British planes come over. 

While holding her breath as the course of war decides 


whether she will be a vassal or free nation in the years to come, 
unoccupied France is undergoing what is called “reconstruction,” 
but what is really a temporary patching of holes and dressing of 
wounds. One campaign started by the Government is “Back to 
the Earth,” a call for the people to return in greater numbers to 
agriculture to relieve the food shortage. Vegetable gardens are 
Mis Hapa | in stony little back yards where nothing ever grew 
before. great many city people are moving to the country to 
work a little plot of their own. Meanwhile, hotels and business 
quarters are congested with refugee individuals and refugee 
businesses, all trying to pick up the threads of their existence and 
start over.

HE Washington University School of Dentistry is 

celebrating its seventy-fifth anniversary this week with 

a program of post-graduate lectures. The school had 
its beginnings in 1866 when the Missouri Dental Association 
founded the Missouri Dental College. That was 26 years 
after the founding of the world’s first dental school in 
Baltimore, and the college was the first of its kind west of 
the Mississippi. It became a department of Washington 
University in 1892. It has graduated 2000 dentists in 
the three-quarters of a century of its existence. In that time, 
dentistry has developed into a distinct branch of medical 
science. Entrance qualifications for schools have been 
raised from the one year of high school required in 1899 
(until 1885 there were no qualifications whatever) to the two 
years of liberal arts college now mandatory. The 
Washington University school has expanded from one 
classroom to its own completely equipped four-story 
building at 4559 Scott avenue, a part of the University 
Medical Group. Scenes at the school are shown here.
